For purposes of clarification, these appeals are consolidated for oral

argument.  Treating plaintiffs’ counsel’s letter of November 17, 2010, as a motion

to reconsider this Court’s Order of November 15, 2010, the motion is GRANTED

in part and DENIED in part.  
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The argument shall remain divided into two hour-long sessions as provided

in this Court’s previously issued Order, and the allocation of time within the first

hour remains the same.
